$45,000,000. Father McManus goes 
on to say: 

“Will Catholics contribute an ad- 
ditional half-billion dollars toward 
the construction of new schools and 
an additional one hundred million 
ag a year for operating costs? 
I doubt it. At best they will be 
abie to raise the money for an ex- 
pansion of our school system in 
proportion to the normal increase 
in the number of elementary and 
secondary school pupils. 


“This means practically that a 
20 per cent expansion of elemen- 
tary and secondary schools will 
take care of only ‘the baby boom’ 
that occurred duri the days of 
renga | in the United States. 

ven after .this expansion has 
been made, the Catholic school sys- 
tem in the U.S. will be accommo- 
dating only a little better than half 
of the Catholics of elementary 
school age and only about one- 
third of those of high school age.” 


Meantime, Father McManus 
notes certain important trends in 
the future financing of Catholic 
schools as follows: 


1. Greater generosity on the 
part of Catholics in support of 
schools, particularly those main- 
taining high spiritual and educa- 
tional standards. 


2. Increasing awareness that 
financing is a responsibility of the 
parish as a whole and in the case 
of most high schools of all Catho- 
lics in a given community.

‘Holy Cross Priest 
Dies; Funeral Held 
At N.D. March 29 


Notre Dame — The Rev. Wil- 
liam S: Scandlon, C.S.C., Vice- 
President of the University of 
Portland, Oregon, died Tuesday 
March 27 at the University of 
Notre Dame. He was 44. 


Father Scandlon, who has been 
ill for the past several months, was 
named Vice-President of the Uni- 
versity of Portland last Septem- 
ber. During the year prior to as- 
suming the vice-presidency of the 
west-coast school, he had served as 
chairman of a special committee of 
the Priests of the Congregation of 
Holy Cross to draw up plans for 
a proposed new high school to be 
opened in Detroit, Mich., by the 
Congregation. 


A native of Franklin, Pa., Father 
Secandion was graduated from the 
University of Notre Dame with a 
Bachelor of Arts degree in 1930, 
and received a Master of Arts de- 
gree from Notre Dame in 1939. He 
was ordained to the Priesthood on 
June 24, 1934, at Notre Dame. 


After teaching religion at Notre 
Dame during the 1934-35 school- 
year, Father Seandlon served for 
two years as Dean of Studies at 
the University of Portland. He was 
named Superintendent of schools 
in the Archdiocese of Portland in 
1937, a position he held for two 
years, and from 1939 to 1946%was 
Dean of the School of Nursing at 
the University of Portland. 


When the Priests of the Congre- 
gation of Holy Cross opened Kings 
College, Wilkes-Barre, Pa., in 1946, 
Father Seandlon was named Vice- 
President. He held this position un- 
til 1949, when he assumed the 
chairmanship of the committee for

World Congress Of The 
Lay Aposto 
Held In Rome, Oct. 7-14

Rome—(Radio, NC)—The World Congress of the Lay 
Apostolate will be held in Rome on October 7 to 14, accond- 


ing to an announcement made 


here. It will be the first large 


meeting held in the new auditorium, Palazzo Pio, constructed 


on the Via della Conciliazione. 


Plans for the Congress were made known at a press 


= 


conference held here by the Rev. 
Vincent A. McCormick, American 
assistant to the Jesuit superior 
general, and Vittorino Veronese, 
president of Italian Catholic Act- 
ion. 

The plans are the fruit of the 


fact. All problems today have to 
be viewed on an international plane 
and our associations, organizations 
and movements cannot ignore the 
situation which confronts us with 
new realities and new responsibil- 


y 


preparatory conference held here 
last December and attended by 80 
Catholic leaders of national and 
international organizations repre- 
senting 22 countries and 15 inter- 
national Catholic organizations. 
Among those present were Stewart 
Lynch, president of the National 
Council of Catholic Men, and Mrs. 
Robert Donaldson, member of the 
board of directors of the National 
Council of Catholic Women. 

Mr. Veronese expressed the hope 
that all 25 existing international 
organizations will be able to par- 
ticipate in the congress, which is 
not aimed at forming a world-wide 
Catholic international, but to pro- 
vide an opportunity that the “breth- 
ren fighting for the same ideal 
might review their activity in the 
light of new necessities and lay 
down: bases for their future ac- 
tivity.” 

It was pointed out that His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII has stated that 
“today problems often assume not 
only national but world-wide pro- 
portions,” that barriers tend to 
disappear, that scientific progress 
favors the intermingling of peo- 
ples and that therefore “this goes 
to show that questions relating to 
the apostolate must be considered 
from an international angle.” 

Father MeCormick outlined the 
reasons behind the lay apostolate 
by giving the example of doctors 
and firemen. These services are 
created by society to answer spe- 
cific needs, he said, yet their ex- 
istence does not absolve the indi- 
vidual from helping his neighbor 
when the latter is threatened by 
iliness or fire and no doctor or 
fireman is available. 

“The obligation of the lay apos- 
tolate to provide neighbors with 
the truth where and when the 
clergy cannot do so is even great- 
er,” Father McCormick said. 

Mr. Veronese added: “We are

The aims of the Congress were 
listed as follows: 

1. To reconsider in the light of 
papal documents the dogmatic, 
moral and ascetic principles of the 
lay apostolate; 

2. To offer an opportunity for 
objective examination of the dif- 
ferent forms through which lay- 
men can carry out their aposto- 
late; 

3. To clarify the breadth and 
depth of the fields in which laymen 
today are called on to carry out the 
apostolate, and 

4. To view the fundamental ob- 
jectives of the apostolate which 
today can be efficaciously carried 
out on a world plan and the op- 
portuneness of common action ac- 
cording to this plan. 

The Congress will feature not 
only conferences and discussions 
but also workshops providing a 
more complete examination of the 
practical problems of the aposto- 
late in the field of public opinion, 
among intellectuals, in the field 
of assistance to families, cateche- 
tices, children, youth, rural life 
and the professional classes. 

The. outline of the fundamental 
themes of the Congress offers five 
main topics: 1. The World of to- 
day; 2. Doctrinal foundations; 3. 
How to prepare the laity for the 
apostolate; 4. A Christian social 
order, and 5. The presence and re- 
sponsibility of Catholies in inter- 
national life.

But the program finally cracked 
up on the rocks of censorship. 
Bishop Noll, for instance, received 
a bonafide query from a nurse re- 
garding euthanasia. After building 
an eight-minute talk on the prin- 
ciples involved, he was told by Mu- 
tual that the subject was contro- 
versial and, as such, taboo. He had 
to write another talk for that 
broadcast. 

It was found that while infidel- 
ity and divorce could form prac- 
tically the whole plot of the “soap 
operas,” such subjects were “in bad 
taste” on a religious program. 

After a year of almost constant 
struggling against network restric- 
tions, Our Sunday Visitor and Mu- 
tual parted company by common 
consent. But Bishop Noll found the 
program thrown right back into his 
lap when MBS invited the Men’s 
Council to take it over. This time, 
however, he let his subordinates 
work out the details. They dropped 
the “Spiritual Clinic” idea and sub- 
stituted a conventional religious 
talk, “along broad lines of general 
interest to people of all creeds,” 
as the networks are accustomed to 
say. 

These activities are financed in 
the main through voluntary con- 
tributions from the listeners. Oc- 
casionally Msgr. Sheen will offer a 
little souvenir to those who write 
in for it.

(F February 3, 1951, Religious 
News Service called attention 
to a meeting in Cincinnati, attended 
by 64 religious leaders to discuss 
the “formation of a proposed 
United Church of Christ.”

The Rivals 


Wwo= the great municipal pag- 
eant sent out its call for a 
cast, among those who reported 
were two young men. It was a toss- 
up which was the better actor, 
which had more dramatic promise. 
Both were athletic in build, blessed 
with resonant voices, backed by a 
fine educational training, and eager 
to make good. For the show would 
play to some hundreds of thousands 
of spectators, and that was 
enough to thrill any young actor. 


As luck and their abilities would 
have it, they landed the two chief 
parts, parts which brought them 
into constant competition and gave 
the audience a chance to see their 
respective merits.

Now get it. clear; while heroes 
win the applause, its good villains 
who make the audience remember 
them afterwards. And though to 
my mind’s eye, after the lapse of 
years, the tall, armored figure of 
Clive is vividly clear, I can re- 
member the snarling voice of Ben, 
and the skilled contortions of his 
body as he presented evil incar- 
nate. Both gave great  perfor- 
mances. Both were praised by the 
critics. Both had the intoxicating 
sensation of genuine applause from 
the thousands who banked solidly 
into the grandstand, 


I said that both of them had the 
same backgrounds, but only in 
measure is that correct. Clive was 
a remarkably fine Catholic young 
man. I could never find out that 
Ben had any religion at all. That 
in the end made all the difference 
and is the reason for this little true 
yarn, 


Night after night on the huge 
stage of the civic pageant, the two 
rivals met in dramatic conflict. 
Back of the plot and their spoken 
lines and gestures, anyone who 
knew them could feel a deeper and 
more genuine opposition. They were 
in every sense rivals, Their voices, 
magnificent instruments, were 
flashing rapiers that struck fire 
from each other. They jockeyed for 
position on the stage, to the tense 
reaction of the audience, but often, 
I imagine, to the annoyance of the 
director who has his own ideas of 
who was to be up-stage and who 
was to stand with his back to the 
light.

“Again, p. 1334, Tom. X, ut 
supra, ‘Mary, springing from 
Adam, died because of sin; and 
the flesh of our Lord, derived from 
Mary, died to take away sin,’ 


“Antonius, Archbishop of Flor- 
ence, in the 15th century, said: ‘If 
the Seriptures be duly considered, 
and the sayings of the doctors, 
ancient and modern, who have been 
most devoted to the glorious Vir- 
gin, it is plain from their words 
that she was conceived in sin’ 
(Part. 1, Chap. 2, Ludg. 1542.) 

“Even St. Thomas Aquinas 
taught, ‘So even if the parents of 
the blessed Virgin were cleansed 
from original sin, nevertheless 
the Blessed Virgin contracted or- 
iginal sin’ (p. 144, Question 27, 
Art. 2, 60 Tert.- Par. Sum‘ Sac. 
Theol., Lug. 1558). 

“So, both from the Scripture and 
from Tradition, the evidence is 
against the Immaculate Concep- 
tion and the Assumption of Mary. 
In addition to the above, Pope 
Gregory the Great said: ‘For He 
(Christ) alone was truly born 
holy,’ page 598, Tom. 1, Benedict 
Ed., Paris 1706. 

“Pope Innocent III said: ‘Eve 
was produced without sin, but she 
rrought forth in sin; Mary was 
produced in sin, but she brought 
forth without sin,’ Sermon 2, De 
Festo Assum. Mariae, Colon 1552. 
If the Popes are infallible in mat- 
ters of faith and morals, how 
then can this contradiction be ex- 
plained ?” 


EDITOR’S ANSWER: 


The reverend gentleman is not 
happy in his interpretation of the 
Fathers of the Church, and, of 
course, neither he nor we could be 
absolutely certain of our interpre- 
tation of much of Revelations. Let 
us suppose that Revelations 12:1 
does not refer directly to Mary; 
that of Genesis 3:15 certainly does 
refer both to Christ and to Mary. 
“Enmity would be placed between 
the serpent and the woman,” “be- 
tween the devil’s seed and Mary’s 
seed” — Christ. The ‘woman, 
through her seed, Christ, would 
c sh the serpent’s head. Practi- 
eally all early Christian writers 
interpret that text to mean that 
Mary was never to be under the 
influence of Satan, but rather that 
he would “lie in wait for her heel.” 

The Catholic Church agrees with 
St. Augustine that “He (Christ) 
alone remaining God never had 
any sin.” But this does not mean 
that Mary could not have been 
preserved from Original Sin—of an 
entirely different nature from per- 
sonal actual sin. As a creature 
Mary certainly was not immune 
from sin as was Christ—He being 
God and, therefore, infinite per- 
fection. 

In our conversations with minis- 
ters of the gospel we find very 
few of them who do not subscribe 
to. the theory that évery person is 
conceived immaculate. Baptists 
follow that theory by refusing to 
baptize infants. It is the infant 
who is supposed to contract Orig- 
inal Sin as a descendent of Adam, 
and as having inherited human 
nature “tainted at its source.” 

The Catholic Church also sub- 
scribes to the other observation 


cause of sin, and the flesh of our 
Lord, derived from Mary, died to 
take away sin.” It was not neces- 
sary for Christ to have died. He 
Himself tells us that He offered 
Himself because He “willed it.” It 
would not have been absolutely 
necessary for Mary to have died 
if she did not contract Original 
Sin, which, St. Paul tells us, is 
the cause of death: “By one man 
sin came into the world and by sin 
death passed on to all men.” 
But Mary certainly would wish 
to imitate her divine Son by 
submitting to death. This divine 
Son would surely want the Mother 
from whom He took the flesh by 
which He redeemed the world to 
escape that consequence of death 
which calls for dissolution in the 
grave. As the perfect creature, 
as one over whom Satan never had 
power, she was rightfully entitled 
to an anticipated resurrection. 
Such is the teaching of a great 
many Fathers whom this minister 
does not quote. 


We do not find the minister’s 
quotation from St. Antoninus (not 
Antonius) of Florence, but if it be 
correct it would not militate 
against the teaching of the Church 
that Mary came into this world 
free from sin. It would be in 
agreement with what St. Thomas 
tatght. But neither of these 
Saints was infallible, and both 
would be of the first to accept the 
Church’s decision. But St. Thomas 
had noted that while Jeremias was 
conceived in Original Sin, he was 


lezve the womb I sanctified thee” 
(Jerem. 1:5). The same was true 
of John the Baptist. He was con- 
ceived in Original Sin but was 
sanctified in his mother’s womb 
when Mary carried Christ to his 
mother, Elizabeth. 


St. Thomas had previously ap- 
plied the text from the Canticle 
of Canticles (4:7) to Mary: “Thou 
art all beautiful, my beloved, and 
there is no stain in thee.” 

St. Thomas had argued that 
“every creature needs redemption,” 
and that included Mary. In de- 
fining the doctrine of the Immacu- 
late Conception the Church held 
{".at the merits of Christ’s redemp-. 
tion were applied to Mary at the 
instant of her conception, so that 
she might never be tainted by 
Original Sin, and might be a more 
worthy mother of an infinitely 
holy God. 


UNIVERSAL BELIEF 


The Minister writes: “So, both 
from the Scripture and from Tra- 
dition, the evidence is against the 
Immaculate Conception -and the 
Assumption of Mary.” ‘That might 
be said in some truth about Holy 
Scripture, but net about Tradition. 
For nine solid centuries all Chris- 
tians in the world believed in the 
assumption of Mary’s body into 
Heaven, and four-fifths of all the 
Christians in the world still believe 
that. In fact, the feast in honor 
of the Assumption of Mary was 
established in the Eastern Church- 
es, which later separated from 
Rome, before such a feast was in- 
stituted for the western world. 


But we hardly need to remind 
the go. . minister that the Bible 
itself tells us that not everything 
which was revealed, not everything 
which Christ did and said, is con- 
tained in Holy Scripture. THe 
Church itself preceded the distribu- 
tion of the New Testament Scrip-

Christianity had prevailed. Parts 
of Holy Scripture had been circu- 
lated among Christians, but not a 
single person knew definitely what 
was inspired Scripture and what 
was not until the Church made 
her pronouncement at the end of 
the fourth century. 


The minister seems to think that 
we make much of the fact that the 
Church preserved the Bible manu- 
scripts during the 15 centuries pre- 
ceding the invention of the print- 
ing press. We. make much more of 
the fact that no matter whether 
the manuscripts were preserved or 
not; the world should know that 
they were actually inspired by 
God; and there is not a person in 
this world today who could prove 
that they were inspired in any 
other way than to say that the 
Catholic Church, 15 centuries ago, 
ceclared the present New Testa- 
ment Canon to be inspired. 


SHE IS OR SHE ISN’T 


Either the Catholic Church was 
infallible when she made that pro- 
nouncement or she was not. If 
she was not, then it is logical to 
hold that all Christians at the 
present time might be deceived. 
If she was infallible when she de- 
clared the Canon of the New Tes- 
tament to be genuine and inspired, 
then why was she not equally in- 
fallible when she declared the doc- 
trine of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion and the doctrine of th. As- 
sumption, which are so intimately 
related ? 


If Mary never knew sin, then 
she was never subject to the result 
of sin, death, as we know it; if 
sh- was “blessed among women,” 
if her own prophecy, “henceforth 
all generations shall call me bless- 
ed,” uttered under the inspiration 
of the Holy Ghost, meant any- 
thing, then it was congruous that 
she should have an anticipated res- 
urrection of the body — Christ’s 
merits being applied to her at 
the moment she was conceived. As 
a descendent of Adam she would 
have needed the same redemption 
as the rést of us. 

The minister speaks about the 
“mistranslations and fraudulent 
additions to the Bordeaux Testa- 
ment (A.D. 1686),” which was en- 
dorsed by the Archbishop of Bor- 
dezux. We know nothing about 
that particular Testament; but the 
Chiirch does not teach that an 
Archbishop or a Cardinal endors- 
ing a book is infallible. 

‘How about the hundreds, some 
scholars say thousands, of mis- 
translations and errors in the King 
James Version, which was accepted 
by all Protestants for years! That 
work was revised because of its 
many errors and the same is true 
of other Protestant translations. 

How about the fraud of Luther 
who eliminated the entire book 
of St. James and altered Scrip- 
ture texts to make the... suit his 
doetrine ? 

The minister errs when he 
writes: “We are sure that our 
present téxt is pure, not because 
the Roman Church affirms it so, 
but because our present Greek 
text agrees with those of the most 


texts found.” 

But those ancient texts are not 
the originals, and they themselves 
could have been faulty. They 
could be at best “copies” of the 
originals, and being copied on vel- 
lum by hand, could have contain- 
ed many mistakes. 

That is why there must be au- 
thority—infallible authority— for 
the establishment of certainty 
that the original works, selected 


by the Church as the New Testa- 
ment Canon, were actually inspir-

The reverend gentleman plays on 
the word “Mediator,” holding that 


if we regard Mary as a secondary 
mediator, we recognize her as a 
mediator. St. Paul tells us that 


Christ alone is the Mediator be- 
tween God and man “because He 
redeemed us.” He is a Mediator 
by redemption; and no Catholic is 
taught that Mary could be credited 
with that role.. 

Any intercessor, or any one who 
prays for me or for you, is a 
mediator between ourselves and 
God, not in the sense that Christ 
was—but still he is a mediator. 
If you can pray for me and I can 
pray for you with effect, then 
surely prayers of God’s dearest 
creature, Christ’s own mother, 
must have greater power. When 
Paul asked for prayers he asked 
his friends to “mediate” for him. 
The minister then quotes some 
characterizations of Mary which 
appear in pious books. Properly 
understood they create no difficul- 
ty. They all fall short of the 
honor God Himself showed Mary. 
Make the proper distinction be- 
tvreen worship and honor and all 
difficulties vanish. The Protest- 
ant Fifth Commandment read up 
to less than a century ago “wor- 
ship” thy father and thy mother. 


DIRECTLY TO GOD 


The minister asks: “Why should 
I go to her when-I can go directly 
to God the Father’ through 
Christ?” I might ask why should 
h. go to the President of the Unit- 
ed States through a Senator or a 
Congressman or through the Presi- 
dent’s own mother? The fact that 
we can go directly does not mean 
that we must. Would the minister 
himself regard it as an insult if 
some one approached him through 
his own mother? 

All official prayers of the Cath- 
olic Church are offered to God the 
Father “through Christ our Lord.” 
At the Wedding Feast of Cana 
Christ clearly said that His time 
had not yet come for the work- 
ing of miracles, yet He did work 
His first miracle after having only 
a hint that Mary wanted it. She 
was so certain that He would work 
it that she said to the chief stew- 
ard, “Whatsoever He shall say to 
you, do ye.”

They are separated by 5,000 miles, 
and 1,600 years. One of them is 
one of the largest, most beautiful 
and most famous churches in 
Christendom. The other is tiny, 
plain and doesn’t even see a priest 
more than once a year. But they 
both have to do with Our Lady’s 
love for her children, and there is 
an interesting story for each. 


For the first, we have to go back 
to the time of the Roman Emperors 
when Christianity was still very 
young. A Roman named John had 
become Christian. He was very 
wealthy and he wanted to use his 
money for the glory of God. So he 
prayed to ask what he should do. 

One night Our Lady appeared to 
John and his wife and told them 
to build a basil- 
ica in her honor ot % 
on a certain hill. 
The same night 
she appeared to 
Pope Liberius 
and told him the 
same thing. 
They all went to 
the place the 
next day, Aug- 
ust 5th. And do 
you know what yf 
happened? (Re- + 
member that ; 
this was in 
Rome, a very, very hot city in the 
summer; and in August a very hot 
month of the year.) 


Well, there was a miraculous fall 
of snow on that very spot and 
nowhere else! Can you imagine? 
Snow—in Rome—in August! And 
it was real snow. They felt it and 
tasted it. It wasn’t a mirage. 


If they still doubted that this 
was Our Lady’s way of indicating 
the spot she had chosen, another 
look settled things. For the snow 
had fallen in a way as to indicate 
the shape and size of the basilica 
that was ‘to be built. That church 
was rebuilt later and had its ceiling 
gilded with some of the first gold 
brought to Europe from America, 
It is today known as St. Mary 
Major because it is the chief of 
all Our Lady’s churches in the 
Eternal City. 

It has in it a picture of Our Lady 
said. to have been painted -by St. 
Luke the Evangelist, and the crib 
that Jesus was born in, and ‘many 
wonderful and rich works of art. 
And that is the first church of Our 
Lady of the Snows, whose feast 
day is now celebrated by the whole 
Church on August 5.

Day and night he kept praying 
and steering as best he could away 
from whatever danger he managed 
to see.

At high school he boards with 
an Orthodox Jewish family whose 
goodness leads him to Orthodox 
practice which makes him a little 
bit, queer to the rest of his family. 
At university, his love of . music, 
art and intellectual discussion 
takes him deep into that almost- 
idyllic. student life which many 
Americans found so attractive in 
that cultured Germany of another 
day. He becomes radical in his 
social philosophy and finds in dia- 
lectic materialism the answer to 
th world’s ills. He reads Kropot- 
kin, Dostoievsky, Tolstoi; suffers 
with the German Communists 
martyrs; burns against all forms 
of social injustice. 

Though he never tells you so, 
you gather that he is attaining dis- 
tinction jn the medical schools, 
particularly in the field of psy- 
chiatry. You find him associated 
with brilliant, colorful men in three 
universities, in the clinics of Ber- 
lin and Frankfurt and then in 
the famed German Research In- 
stitute for Psychiatry from which 
he goes to London in 1936 and in 
1939 to Canada where he is receiv- 
ed into the Catholic Church and a 
fullfilment he had been seeking al! 
his life. 


The outline tells nothing ... any 


densation of “The Brothers Kara- 
mazov” equals reading the novel. 

You ‘live through all! these 
things. When anti-Semitism first 
raises its head, you go back one 
night with Karl Stern to his home 
town. His father meets him at the 
station and walks home with him 
through the ominously silent and 
suddenly unfamiliar streets. That’s 
all. But once you read that pass- 
age, the two pairs of footsteps will 
re-echo in your mind for as long 
as you remember anything you 
have read.

Later you will sit in the staff 
dining-room of the Research In- 
stitute and feel the final 
Squeeze of the shadowy hand you 
Saw descending during that walk 
home from the railway station.

There is reason to 
expect that they can do well with 
a strong nine such as the Red 
Stockings. 


Catching is a question mark. 
Buddy Rosar has had good years. 
Matt Batts didn’t do too badly 
when in there a year ago. Guerra 
was purchased from Philadel- 
phia. One of the three must be- 
come a “take charge” sort of guy. 
That is the only question mark on 
the team. The infield is there and 
so is the outfield and the hitting. 
Lou Boudreau will be a decided 
asset. We cannot help but add 
fight, spirit and hustle to any 
club with which he is associated. 
The talented Ted Williams has 
none of these qualities of leader- 
ship of Boudreau, but he’s still 
about the best batsman in the 
league, and take a look at his 
runs-batted-in total when the 
season is over. Unless the catch- 
ing department is too weak, I 
think this will be a happy year 
up in Fenway Park. At any rate, 
the Red Sox are my choice. And 
Manager Stephen Francis O'Neill 
is the man who can lead ’em. 

The Yankees will be tough. They 
wouldn’t be the Yanks if they were 
any other way. But Casey Stengel’s 
performers can’t be up there every 
year. Or can they? Yogi Berra is 

robably the best receiver in the 
eague when you also consider his 
added value as a hitter. Vic Raschi, 
Allie Reynolds and Ed Lopat are 
outstanding front line throwers. 
But remember that Raschi at 32 is 
the youngest of the trio. First 
base is a problem. The remainder 
of the infield, however, will have 
class. Hank Bauer and the aging 
DiMaggio are the only topflight 
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outfielders. You'll be right most of 
the time if you pick the Yanks, but 
this time I don’t think so. . 

The Cleveland Indians and the 
Detroit Tigers deserve rating in 
the same bracket with the Red Sox 
and Yanks. If either could make 
a fast getaway, it could be they 
would be hard to beat. The Tigers 
have good outfielders and seem 
fairly strong in the infield except 
at first. But their catching must 
be rated questionable and most of 
the pitching staff has been around 
a long time. And they don’t have 
uite the power of the Red Sox. 

e Clevelands have an excellent 

catcher in Jim Hegan, but his 1950 
batting average of .219 could stand 
a lot of improvement. They have 
enough pitching. Their youthful 
infield should have lots of hustle but 
may also be hampered by the draft. 
Larry Doby is easily the best of 
their outfielders. A first division 
club I would think, but I don’t like 
them for the pennant. 
The others ... well take your 
choice as to which is the weakest. 
Personally, I like to see the White 
Sox show some improvement. 

In the senior National League, 
all the writers I’ve talked to who 
saw them in Florida have been 
raving about the New York 
Giants. They finished very fast, 
last year, to gain third place, but 
I'm not sure that their pitching, 
with the exception of Larry 
Jansen, was not flash-in-the-pan 
stuff. Dark and Stanky are a 
good second base combination, 
but the latter is approaching his 
34th birthday. Maybe Durocher 
will get them fired up and away 
fast, but they are not my choice 
for top honors. In fact I would 
not be surprised if two or three 
clubs beat them out. 


If the Dodgers have a weakness, 
it would be that Don Newcombe 
and Preacher Roe will need a 
couple of comrades to share the 
itching burden. Roy Campanella, 
hind the bat, is considered the 
best in the league. The infield and 
outfield are well-manned down to 
the reserves. Everybody talks 
about the great finish of the Giants 
of last year. Well, the Dodgers 
also did well near the end, taking 
13 of their last 16. I picked ’em last 
year, and they almost made it. 
This season, I think they will. 
_The Phillies are the defending 
title-holders. They’ve lost some of 
their youthful Whiz Kids to the 
services—may lose some more. And 
while it was the success of their so- 
called “youth movement” which 
on them up there, it was Relief 

tcher Jim  Konstanty who 
brought them home with 74 appear- 
ances. Konstanty is now 34 years 
of age. I don’t think he can have 
another outstanding year ... a 
good one, yes . . . but not to be the 
fireman four and five times a week 
again. And without the phenominal 
Konstanty of 1950, I can’t see the 
Phils for better than third or 
wae for 1951.
